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1. Product Description
Designed for turfgrass applications, EM-1514 Herbicide contains three active mgredients

1. . Triclopyr provides broad-spectrum weed control for some of the tough broadleaf weeds such as
wild violet, ground ivy, oxalis and wild blackberry.

2. MCPA is an auxin-type herbicide, which is a class 6f plant growth reguiators It is absorbed through
‘the leaves and is translocated to the growing points of the plant, causing weed stems curl and twrst
leaf cupping and withering, and eventual plant death.

3. Dicamba is absorbed through the leaves and roots and has muitipie modes of actions for hard-to-
kill broadleaf weeds. :

Combining these herbicides provides a very wide spectrum of weed control for tough and susCeptibIe
weeds: EH-1514 Herbicide controls weeds by affecting multiple sites within the broadleaf weeds. The
symptoms of susceptible broadléaf weeds include leaf-and stem curl or twisting, and weed yellowing.

2. Spray Preparation
EH-1514 Herbicide is an emulsifiable concentrate that disperses easniy in water and forms a stable
emulsion.

Mixing With Water

Add one-half the required amount of water to the spray tank, then add EH-1514 Herbicide slowly with
agitation, and complete filling the tank with water. Mix thoroughly and continue agitation while spraying.
When this product is left standing for extended periods oftime (4to 5. hours) re- agitate to assure
uniformity of the spray mixture.

3. GroundEquipment »

Power sprayers fitted with a boom or spray wand/gun may be used for broadcast applications and spot

treatments. Boom sprayers equipped with appropriate nozzles, tips, and screens are suitable for

broadcast applications. Hand operated sprayeérs including, backpack sprayers, compressnon sprayers are
appropriate for small areas. .

5. Application Schedules

Apply this product to broadleaf weeds that are young and actively growing for the best results. Spring
and fall treatments under adequate soil moisture conditions -are preferred to the summer treatments.
Generally, summer broadcast applications to older, drought stressed weeds are less effective. Fall
applications provide improved control for emerged winter annuals and perennials such as henbit,
chickweed, clover, and ground ivy.

Do not apply more than 2 broadcast treatments of this product per site per year. A second broadcast
application or a follow-up application as a spot treatment is recommended for more mature weeds, for
dense infestations, and for adverse environmental conditions.

Spot treatments dunng the summer may be appropriate for sparse infestations, or as a follow-up
treatment, or any time broadleaf weeds are actively growing.

Use Rates and Spray Volumes: Generally, the lower application rates within the specified range will
provide satisfactory control of sensitive weed species. The higher application rates within the specified
range will be required for dense infestations of perennial weeds, for adverse/extreme environmental
conditions, or for weeds hardened-off or more mature. Do not exceed specified dosages for any treated
area.

Calibration and proper application are essential when using this product. Uniform applieatic)ns are
essential when using this product. Over application or rates above those’ specmed on this label mcludlng
excessive overlaps of thls product can cause turf.injury.

Hand-held techniques: Wands fitted with flat fan nozzle tips may be used with the appropriate technique.
